The main market for Drum- 
heller coal lies eastward of the field 
in Saskatchewan and Manitoba, and 
this Involved an outbound haul of 
180 miles, west from Drumheller to 
Langdon, and then east to Crowfoot, 
which is due south of Drumheller. 
Thus, after a haul of 130 miles, the 
coal on the Canadian Pacifie cars 
was no farther east than was the 
coat loaded on to the Canadian 
National mine spurs at the field it- 
self. In addition the haul from Knee 
Hill to Langdon involved a climb “of 
over 1,800 feet from the Knee Hill 
station in the valley to the level of 
the prairies. ~ 
Construction Cost High 
Rosemary, the junction of the new 
valley section with the Swift-Cur- 
rent-Empress-Bassano line, is 26 
miles south of the second Red Di 
bridge and is on the prairie plateau. 
The rise from the Red Deer bridge, 
which is not included’ in the joint 
section, to the plateau, is only 176 
feet in a distance of nine miles.

Owing 
to the high cost and the difficulty of 
building a second valley line, when 
the Canadian Pacific applied to a 
former parliament for power to 
build, it was provided that the Nat- 
ional should pay half the cost, al- 
though the latter system had not 
the same reasons for desiring ad- 
ditional valley construction as the 
Canadian Pacific, being already well 
served in the matter of coal distri- 
bution by its Calgary-Edmonton- 
Saskatoon lines. 

The National will have joint use 
of the new track from a point near 
Rosedale, on its present line on the 
south-west quarter of section 28, 
township 28, range 19, west of the 
fourth meridian, to a point on or 
near the north-east quarter of sec- 
tion 5,-township 26, range 14, west 
of the 4th meridian, near the point 
at which the Canadian Pacific line 
crosses the Red Deer river for tthe 
second time. 


It is proposed that the Canadian 
National will run a _ separate line 
north-easterly from the junction 
point, getting access to the upland 
by way of Bull Pound Creek, and 
thence easterly to meet its present 
Acadia Valley branch near the 
boundary between Alberta and Sas- 


katchewan in township 26, range 2,- 


west of the 4th meridian, a distance 
of some 75 miles or more. 


The result of the new line will be 
to place the two big railways on even 
terms, and the establishment of ef- 
fective competition as between ship- 
ments on either route.

A lowering of vitality means a slow-down in usefulness or production, | 
and time lost in our busy age is a money loss somewhere, or somehow, to | 
someone, Remembering, however, that a nation’s health is a nation’s wealth, 
we'll cease to think in dollars, 

The real menace of a cold is its possible bad after-effect on the individ- | 
ual. As it is caused by varieties of bacteria very closely allied to those 
responsible for the pneumonias, for bronchitis, laryngitis, and possibly 
catarrh, it often leaves in its wake damages that are permanent. 

When we speak of “catching” cold, we speak correctly, if by ‘‘catching” 
we mean getting it from the other fellow, About ninety per cent. of our 
colds come from him. 

Very rarely one may develop his own cold, for these germs probably are 
ever-present in the nose and throat and will multiply and thrive should the 
vitality of the host be sufficiently lowered to furnish a good culture ground 
for their growth.
